7. Any person not being a matricu’ated studont of the College who wishes to attend 
any course of lectures, or any department of hospital practies, may do so with the permission 
of ths Principal and Professor of the subject on paym-nt, in advance, of feos at the rates 
fixed in parsgraph 5. If he has passed the Entrance examination of tho University, he shall 
receive certificates of atteudance at lectures. If he as not passed the Entrance examination, 
he shall roceive no class certificat.s. 


8. Atthe end of their first year, students will be required to pass a College test exam- 
ination in Anatomy, Chemistry, and Botany. ‘'hosa who gain not less than 20 per cont. in 
two subje'ts, and not less than 15 per cont. in a third, will be eligible for promotion to the 
second-year class. Those who fail to gaim the aforesaid percentage of marks, will not be 
eligible for promotion, but will go through the first-year class again. 

9. Studonts of the second-year will be required to pass a College test examination in 
Anatomy, Physiology, and Materia Medica.

i jjeets and 15 per cent. in a third will be entitled to go np in the followmg 
March or April for the Preliminary Scientifio Examination of the Calcutta University, the 
subjects of which aro Chenistry and Botany. Those wio (after passing the College test) 
fail at tho University examination will be entifl-d, equally with those who pass it, to join 
the third-year olass, at the end of which, the former will have to present themselves, as at 
present, for the combined Preliminary Scientific and Ist L.MLS. (or Ist M.1.) examinat‘on. 

10. Those stulents who fail at the College test examination of the second year will 
not be debarred from going up for the Preliminary Scientific examination, but will be 
encouraged to do so in order to get that stage over ; but whether they pass or fail at the 
University examination, they will be relegated for a further year to the second-year class,’ 
provided that those who pass the University examination will not be required to attend the 
courses in those subjects in which they have passed. 

11. Students of the third year will present themselves for the Ist LMS. or Ist M.B.

‘I'he examination in Surgery and Medicine will be both theoret« 
joal and clinical; but those students who can obtain from the Visiting Surgeon or Physician, 
to whose wards they have been attached, a certificate that they have really profited by their 
instruction in cither subject, will be exonsed the clinical examination in that subject. 

14. Students who fail at the 2nd I, M.S. or 2nd M.B. examination will have to attond 
a further course of leotnres in the stibject or subjects in which they have failed, in 0 
with the regulations of the University. 
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15, Tho Principal will determine the ‘maximum number that may be admitted to the 
first-year class. Students who have failed at the test examination of the first year will liave 
8 prior claim to readmission over new students, 

16. Students rondmitted to a class after failure at the test examination will be required 
to pay the full fees for the session. ‘Those, however, who, after failing cithenat the Prelim- 
inary Scientific examination or at the final examination, havo to attend a further course of 
lectures in the subject or subjects in which! they failed, shall bo required to PY, for such 
lectures, a feo of Rs. 40 for one subject, Rs. 60 for two, and Rs, 70 for three.

or Ist M. B. examination. These scholarships are tenable for two years, provided the holder 
pases creditably the Tost and Honour examinations atthe end of his fourth year. In the event 
of any scholarship being forfeited under this condition, it may be awanded for one year to 
any student of the fifth year who has fulfilled the conditions and is not the holder of any 
schclarship, ‘These scholarships shall not be awarded to students who have gained tho Durga 
Charan Laha scholarship of Rs, 30 per mensem or any other scholarship. 

Students who from any cause fail to pass their University examinations at their first 
chance are not eligible for any of these scholarships, either junior or senior. 

19, The Goodeve scholarship of Rs, 12 per mensem, tonable for one year, is annually 
awarded to a matriculated student of the fitth year, on the result of the Midwifery test 
examination of the fourth year. 

The F. ©. Chatterjee scholarship of Rs, 15 por monsem, tenable for a your, is annually 
awarded to the best matriculated student of Native Indian extraction, and whose conduct is 
certified to be good, in histology at the end of the fourth year, The examination takes place 
in June each year. 

‘The Abdul Gunny scholarship of Rs. 22 per mensom, tenable for one ear, is annually 
awarded at the end of the fourth year to the best matriculated student in all subjects at the 
lass examinations of the first to fourth year, inclusive.

The Duke of Bdinburgh’s prize is awarded to the best in Surgery among the matriculated 
students at the end of the fourth and fifth years, The examination takes place in December 
or January.

Failing 
this, he should provide him with a letter of application. If a certificate from a middle school 
is produced, the matter should at once be reported to the Sub-Inspector of Schools by the 
hhead teacher of the school into which admission is sought ; so that a boy educated in a middle 
school may not afterwards, unless properly authorised, appear as a candidate for an upper 


primary scholarship.

Tne following notification is published for general information :— 


THE TRAINING OF TEACHERS FOR ENGLISH SECONDARY 
SCHOOLS. 

1. In this office circular No. 41, dated the 7th April 1896, the arrange- 
ments sanctioned by Government for the opening of classes for the training of 
English teachers in five Training Schools were explained. In the appended 
Syllabus are now shown details of the course of school-work which will have to 
be studied and practised by candidates for teachership-certificates. 

*. The important point to be recognised is that certificates will not be 
iyen for theoretical acquaintance, however complete, with the contents of text- 
‘oks on the Art of Teaching, unless a candidate also shows that he is able to 
apply these principles to practice, and to teach a class and prepare notes of 
lessons to the satisfaction of the Inspector of Schools. The Inspector’s practical 
examination of each candidate cannot cover all the subjects with which a 
teacher is expected to be familiar, and tburerere fiat : crsalaation gall be 
supplemented by a writen examination in the subjects of the Sy! a ae 
sine be tadaeeoed that paramount weight will be attached to the practical 
examination. 








*3.. The course of study, from rie ae April, will occupy about eight 
months,-exclusive of holidays. For the first month, the students under training 
should be required to do nothing more than sit in the class-rooms of the 
attached practising school and watch the teachers, noting their methods and the 
way in which the work generally is conducted. The students may be divided 
for this purpose into batches, to sit. in different class-rooms; and after a fow 
days in one room, each batch should be shifted to another. The head or other 
master in immediate charge of the students under training should pass from 
room to room, noting the methods of the teacher for subsequent discussion, 
The lattor part of the day will be devoted to the discussion of what the students 
have seen done in the school-room, with the object of leading them to under- 
stund the points that distinguish good from bad teaching. 

4. During tho next four months, the first part of the day will be oceupied 
by the students one by one giving lessons in turn, the rest making notes. Whe 
eltss-master will be present, and will at the outset interpose, when necessary, 
to correct the method of the student who is giving the lesson, Later on, the 
students may be left much more to themselves. T'wo hours of eath day should 
be so employed; the class-master taking the class for the rest of the day hitie 
self, the students under training being also present for a part of the time. The 
latter part of the day will be largely occupied in the criticism of those lossons 
by the students and the master-in-charge, who will also give a lesson to the 
students on some Best connected with class-teaching or discipline, associating 
his subject as much as possible with the actual work of the school-room. 

5. During the last three months, a much larger share of the work of the 
school will be taken by the students, cach of whom in turn should take one of 
the classes during three successive days in all their subjects for three hours a day 
under the constant supervision of the class-master and of the master-in-charge. 
The students not engaged in teaching will be occupied, as before, in observing 
and taking notes for subsoquent discussion, 

6. In the evening and morning, out of school hours, the students will be 
employed in preparing notes of lessons on subjects to be sot by the master- 
in-charge ; or they will be engaged in independent study of any subject that 
they may select with his approval, for example, of any subject in which they 
may have shown themselves weak or deficient at the University examination, 
In these studies the mastor-in-charge will give them all needful assistance. 

7. During the second and third periods of study (four months and three 
months), the master-in-charge will from time to time give the students selected 
chapters to read, from one or other of the Manuals on the Art of Teaching, upon 
some point of school teaching, management or discipline. After each chapter 
has been read and studied, the master-in-charge will make it the subject of notes 
and questions to his class. Among the books to be used for this purpose 
are— 

(1) The National Society’s Manuals of the Science and Art of Teaching,

EXISTING RULES. 


Rule 10,—At out-stations cash transactions under head (a) of Rule 5 are allowed. 
Money should, however, be received in cash only when, having regard to the balance in hand 
(which should not exceed Rs. 500), this can convenently be done; payments of small sums 
should ordinarily be mado out of eash in hand, but large payments should be made in cash, 
only if this can be done conveniently, and if it is better thus to disburse the balance of cash 
in hand than to remit to the Treasury. 

Rule 13.—Except in the case of courts at out-stations, the whole cash balanco must be 
remitted to the Treasury or to a Branch Bank, as provided by Rule 58 below, at the close of 
each day. At out-stations the entire cash balance must be so remitted on the last day of 
the month, and from time to time on such other days inthe course of the month as may 
be convenient, Should, however, the cash halnuce at any out-station be less than Re. 26 
‘at the end of any month, the officer concerned may send a special report of the circumstances 
to the Collector’ of the district, and keep th balance in hand for remittance during the 


following month. Under no circumstances shall the balance of cash in hand be allowed to 
exceed Rs, 500,
